“There were several ‘materializations,’ 
the most remarkable being one which 
W 8s supposed to represent Chief Red 
Cloud. This ‘spirit’ came forth from the 
cabinet and talked in a queer jargon, 
going through steps- which, we were 
informed in Mrs. Graham's voice, were 
pa-t of the Indian war dance. 

“About an hour atiter the seance be- 
gan, a ‘spirit’ floated forth which an- 
nounced that it was the mother of Mrs. 
Maynard. It talked in a strange, hoarse 
voice, and once or twice said it was hav- 
ing great difficulty in ‘coming:’ Mrs. 
Maynard, after she had asked a few 
questions of the ‘dear, departed spirit,’ 
nudged me in the dark. 

“I sprang from my chair and made a 
grab at the luminous thing in front of 
me. My arms closed around a solid 
body. - Mrs. Graham screamed loudly, 
and the other women started from their 
chairs with gasps of astonishment. 

“I did not intend to throw Mrs. Gra- 
ham down, but she fe!l and I fell with 
her. She eluded me and sprang back 
through the cabinet. 

“During the struggle, mv friend had 
thrown open the front door and Mr. 
McArthur rushed in just as Mrs. Gra- 
ham entered the cabinet. Someone 
turned on the lights and I rushed in 
after her. She was seated on a chair, 
the robes she wore were in disarray, the 
lace veil partly torn from her head, her 
gray hair in disorder and her whole 
appearance disheveled. She was out of 
breath and seemed on the verge of hys- 
teria. 

“McArthur pointed his finger at her 
and denounced her as a fake and a 
fraud. She replied that she wasn’t that, 
just repeating the denial at first—‘I’m 
not, I’m not.’

They Objected to Rev. Lytle’s 
Alleged Visits to Dark- 
ened Room.

Lytle, presiding elder of the Maryville 
District of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, North, has resigned his office 
and the ministry on account of reve- 
lations following a visit to the Deacon- 
ess’ Home in St Joseph last week. Mrs. 


Margaret Shelton, superintendent of the 
Deaconess’ Home, also has resigned and 
has returned to her home in Maryville. 

Lytle came to St. Joseph April 7 and 
called upon Mrs. Shelton at the ‘home, 
which is a Methodist institution main- 
tained for the nurses e¢inployed in 
Ensworth Hospital, which is managed 
by the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
North. 

He was entertained after night in 
Mrs. Shelton’s rooms and nurses who 
were in the heme found it out. They 
complained to Rev. J. ‘W. Bentley, su- 
perintendent of the hospital, and said 
Lytle has been received by Mrs. Shel- 
ton many times before In her private 
room. 

They said when Lytle called upon 
Mrs. Shelton the door of her room 
was kept closed and that the light 
was turned out. 

The superintendent was not inclined 
to take the matter seriously and told 
his assistants that no harm was 
meant because of the high character 
of both persons. The situation was 
not accepted by the young women. 

They immediately asked him to go 
to the room himself and learn if their 
statements were not true. This he 
decided, to do, wheretipon the young 
women asked him to telephone several 
Methodist clergymen of the city to 
come to his office, in order that all 
might investigate. € 

This course was finally decided on 
and among those summoned hastily 
to the place were Rey. C. E. Bentley 
and Rev. R. L. Thompson, both of 
whom were formerly located in Mary- 
ville, and Rev. F. J. Brock, pastor of 
the Hopkins Methodist Church, who 
happened to be visiting in St. Joseph. 
When the new arrivals learned of the 
charges made by the voung women, and 
of the reason for their summons to the 
superintendent’s office, they pronounced 
the whole matter ridiculous.

to go to the private apartments and ask 
for admittance. 

Watched in the Hall.

The committee appointed by 


Wells to audit city accounts, in a re- 
port submitted Tuesday, said it did not 
believe it was the intention of the Leg- 
islature to delegate absolute supervisory 
powers to the Police Board over the 
municipal appropriation which last year 
amounted to $1,668,918 for maintenance 
of that department. The committee ex- 
pressed the opinion that the expenditure 
of this vast sum of money should at 
least be under the limited authority of 
the city, to the extent that requisitions 
should be issued upon application to the 
City Comptroller, and that the bills, ac- 
counts and contracts of the Police De- 
partment should be audited by the City 
Auditor. 

Under the present system the money is 
appropriated out of the municipal treas- 
ury, turned over to the Police Depart- 
ment, which expends it in whatsoever 
manner it desires, without consulting 
any city official or having its bills and 
accounts audited by the City Auditor. 

The committee was composed of L. G. 
Peery, an attorney, Michael McGrath 
and William J. Hanley. The report says 
that the accounts of the Comptroller, 
Treasurer and Auditor are correct, and 
that there is no system of collusion be- 
tween the three departments by which 
the city might be defrauded. 

The report says that the salaries of 
several State offices constitute a severe 
drain on the municipal revenue and 
might be materially curtailed. Attention 
is called to the fact that the appropria- 
tion of $84,978.47 for the maintenance of 
the police telegraph is not included in 
the annual police appropriation.

Mother in Sore Distiees Over 
Order of Landiord to Get 
Out of Flat. 


In her extremity of distress the .moth-

“When we went to see the agent, Mr.

Of course we told him we 
had three and he said it was all right 
and accepted our rent and we moved 
in, April 3. 

“As we intended to stay here perma- 
nently, or until we can buy our own 
home, we sold our gas range, because 
there is one in this flat. We bought 
linoleum and had it fitted to our kitch- 
en, bought new shades for the windows 
and varnished the floors. I planted 
flower seeds in the back gardén and 
set out my plants. My little girl and 
my oldest boy go to school, so usually 
the baby and myself are at home aldiie 
all day. 

Told to Get Out, 

“I had worsed so, hard to clean up the 
house and to get things arrauged after 
moving that I. was cor pletely worn 
out. In less than two weeks after we 
moved into this. flat we received no- 
tice that we would have to vacate. \,e 
were given a 30-day notice. The reason 
given was that children were not al- 
lowed in this flat, as the neighbors did 
not like to have them around. 

“My husband went right to the agent 
and asked how it happened that he had 
rented the flat to us when he knew we 
had children and then nottfied us to 
move on that account. The agent said 
the owner, Mr. O'Donnell, had told him 
to do it. We have a great many friends 
in this neighborhood and they have

Northern Pacific Flyer Stopped 
for the Fourth Time Near 
Butte, Mont.

ROBBERS GET NO MONEY 





Escape After Firing Volley of 
Bullets—Pursued by 
Bloodhounds, 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
BUTTE, Mont., May 7.—The North 
Coast Limited, eastbound, on the North- 
ern Pacific Railway, was hell up by 
two masked men near Welch's Spur, 
a siding 18 miles east of Butte, at 
2:15 o’clock this morning. 


Engineer James Clow was shot and 
killed and Fireman James Sullivan was 
shot through the arm. Without any 
attempt to blow up the express car, 
as was evidently interded, the robbers, 
after shooting the two men, ran down 


guich several hundred yards from the 
track. 

Sheriff Henderson of Butte was no- 
tified and with a posse left on a train 
for the scene of the holdup. Sheriff 
Webb of Yelowstone County and with 
one Of the train crew started on the 
trail of the holdup men five minutes 
after the shooting. He trailed the men 
half a mile and after picking up their 
masks lost all track of the bandits. 

Left Giant Powder Behind, 

On the tender of the locomotive was 
found a telescope grip full of giant 
powder, evidently intended for use in 
blowing up the express car. The men 
boarded the train presumably at the 
Butte transfer, where a locomotive for 
the Montana division was attached. 

One mile west of Welch the men 
crawled over the tender, and, with 
drawn guns, commanded the engineer 
to stop the train, which he did. 

Engineer Clow made-a’ show of resist- 
ance. and one of tne robbers fired, 


ing him. The other man shot at Sul- 
livun, breaking his arm. 

When ‘the train stopped, Conductor 
Berf Culver and the train crew ran 
up to the engine, where they found a 
colored man, who told the circumstances 
of the holdup. This man said he had 
been stealing a rice and the men offered 
him a third of the booty if he would 
assist them. He said he had refused 
and had iaken no part in the holdup. 
He says he can identify the robbers 
and is being held for this purpose. 

The body of Clow was taken to White 
Halil, where an inquest will be held. 
Clow lived at Livingston. He leaves a 
widow and son, He was 5 years old 
and had been in the service of the 
Northern Pacific 18 years. 

Officers Hurried to Scene. 

The Northern Pacific is sending spe- 
cia] trains from Deer Lodge to the 
scene carrying officers as well as seven 
bloodhounds from the Penitentiary. 
Sheriff Fenner of Deer Lodge County 
was joined at Welch by men from the 
Butte Police Department with horses. 

At latest accounts the dogs had struck 
the trail and. were following it. 

The country where the hold-up took 
place is extremely rough, being six 
miles from the summit of the main 
range of the Rocky Mountains. It is 
unsettled, and the trail is not likely to 
be crossed by other men on foot, 4o 
that the bloodhounds will have a .air 
chance to track the men. Officers be- 
lieve the men are tryin gto get back 
to Butte. 

The party with bloodhounds was 
joined at Welch by R. H. Goldard, 
chief of the Northern Pacific detec- 
ties at Livingstone; Deputy Sheriff 
Keon of Gallatin County, and James 
Latta of Bozeman.

It is feared that freedom of speech Te 
the street may lead to iocal agitation 
for or against the prisoners and pos- 
sible disorders and yor Haines has 
decided that it will be bettc> to issue 
and enforce a strict ortier covering the 
matter. The city continues quiet. The 
occasional crank is the man feared. 

Police and detectives watch the rail- 
road and highways entering the city. 
Behind them is an experienced militia 
and two troops of United States Caval- 
ry, quartered at a pe nt post with- 
in the city limits. The Governor, the 
Mayor and the citizens of Boise decline 
to believe that under any circumstances 
the peace will be broken. 


Witnesses Are Arriving. 


Judge Fremont Wood has. given no 
indication to either side as to what his 
decision may be in the matter of the 
bill of particulars asked for by the de- 
fense and argued yesterday. Should 
this motion be grantea, there will un- 
doubtedly be considerable delay in 
opening the case, as the defense would, 
it is believed, ask for a postponement 
until they can see other witnesses. In 
the course of his argument yesterday, 
Clarence Darrow intimated that delay 
would be asked for should the motior 
be granted. Lawyers not connecte 
with the case are of the opinion that 
the motion for the bill will not be 
granted, however.

It was an appeal from the 
Circuit Court of Idaho, denying the 
defendants a writ of habeas corpus, the 


writ charging tha: had been il- 
legally taken into Custody and denied 
their rights under the-constitution. 

In its majority decision, denying the 
angpe® ine ene oe said: " P 
: oKing firs was allege 
to have E curred if Coblrade, touch- 
ing the arrest of the petitioner and his 
deportation from that State, we do not 
perceive that anything done there, how- 
ever hastily or inconsiderately, can be 
adjudged to be in violation of the con- 
stitution or the laws of the United 
States. Even if it be true that the ar- 
rest and deportation of Pettibone, 
Moyer and Haywood from Colorado was 
by fraud and connivance, to which the 
Governor of Colorado was a party, this 
does not make out a case of violation 
of the rights of the appellants under 
the constitution and laws of the United 

States.’’ 

In a dissenting opinion, which the 
Post-Dispatch published in full, Justice 
McKenna held that the two cases cited 
by the court in its majority decision, 
in which fraud or violence had been 
committed in extraditing accused per- 
sons, ‘‘extreme as they are, do not jus- 
tify, in my judgment, the conclusion 
deduced from them. In neither case 
was the State the actor in the wrongs 
that brought within its confines the ac- 
cused person. In the case at bar the 
states, through their officers, are the 
offenders. ey, by an illegal exer- 
tion of wer, deprived the accused of 
a constitutional right. 

Judge McKenna cited cases in sup- 
port of this contention. “But,” he add- 
ed, “it does not need emphasizing. Kid- 
naping is a crime, pure and simple.”’

| BOY ON CIGARETTE SPREE. 


Went Hungry. Three Days— 
- Falls Under Lunch Wagon.

SOUTH NORWALK, Gonn., May 7.— 
Having smoked nine packages of cigar- 
ettes in two days and being without 
food and sleep for three, Harry Reyn- 
olds, a 14-year-old boy, fell unconscious 
last evening undera street lunch wagon. 
When taken to the City Hospital his 
body was cold and for a time it seemed 
that he would not revive. 

“I knew those cigarettes would put me 
cn the bum,” were the boy’s first words 
on regaining strength and a realization 
of his surroundings. He said he had 
paid 5 cents each for the packages, each 
of which contained 20 cigarettes, mak- 
ing 180 cigarettes in the two days. He 
told Dr. J. Milton Coburn that he had 
begged and borrowed money in the 
streets for the cigarettes, without know- 
ing why the smoke made him ill. Dozc- 
tors say it is probable that the drugs 
in the cheap tobacco affected his mind, 
for he had emerged from secluded spots 
curing the three days he was away 
from home, frequently to borrow money 
or buy cigarettes. 

He tried to mount the lunch wagon 
and fell, head downward and became 
wedged between a wheel and a fence. 
It is probable that he had hung there 
several hours before he was found. Now 
that the boy is out of danger he is in- 
tensely ashamed of himself for his 
cigarette ‘‘spree.’’

Acquitted in Civil Court, Sol- 
dier Asks His Liberty. 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., May 7.—Wil- 
liam Lewis,.a former negro member of 
Company I", Twenty-fifth Infantry, has 
applied in the Federal Court for a writ 


of habeas corpus, alleging that he is be- 
ing illegally restrained of his liberty at 
Fort Bliss. After being acquited in a 
civil court at El Paso on a charge of 
murder in ¢onnection with the death 
of another member of the company tc 
which Lewis belonged and the fatal 
wounding of a civillan, Lewis was found 
guilty of conduct to the prejudice of 
good order and military discipline by 
a courtmartial and his punishment fixed 
at dishonorable discharge from _ the 
army and to be confined at hard labor 
five years. Lewis’ petition names Maj. 
J. M. T. Partello, %th Infantry, as the 
officer restraining him.

Charley Davis, a carpenter, in a fit of 
insanity, today shot and killed a family 
of six persons with whom he resided at 
414 Pierres street in this city. 

The dead: 

Orson R. Bush, aged 57, his wife and 
their young son. 

W. 8S. Bard, a carpenter, with rela- 
tives in St. Louis and Denver. 

M. E. Zinton, a surveyor, 
from New York. 

Mrs. Lillian D. Carothers, an elderly 
woman, who boarded in the house. 

One lodger in the house, a girl of 17, 
escaped. Davis pointed his weapon at 
her and was preparing to shoot when 
he said she resembled his daughter, so 
he spared her life. 

Has Wife and Children. 

Davis and his victims all resided with 
the Bush family, who conducted sa 
boarding house. Davis’ home was in 
Farmersville, near Visalia, where he 
has a wife and six children. He has 
been working here as a carpenter since 
the fire. 

The shooting was done with a double 
barreled shotgun. Davis, who slept in 
the same room with young Bush and 
Bard, arose shortly after 5 o’clock and, 
after arming himself with the gun, shot 
his two room mates. Then he visited 
each room in turn, killing the occu- 
pants. 

The shots attracted a large crowd and 
& rush was made upon Davis as he 
Was attempting to reload his weapon. 
he was overpowered, turned over to the 


police and taken to the detention ward 
of the hospital. 

The bodies of his victims were taken 
to the Morgue. Davis fancied that the 
people in the house had formed a plot 
to kill him and take his money.

Tobacco Magnate Stricken With 
Apoplexy While Dining 
With Friends. 














WAS MARRIED LAST FALL 





Second Wife Was a Trained 
Nurse Who Cared for Him 
When He Was III. 


The news of the sudden death of 
Charles E. Halliwell from apoplexy at 
the Holland House, New York City, 
Monday night, is a great shock to his 
multitude of friends in St. Louis, where 
he spent all of his life until he accepted 
a vice-presidency of the American To- 
bacco  .o. in 1899 and went East. 

With his wife, with whom ke con- 
tracted a romantic marriage a few 
months ago, and his niece, he was din- 


ing at the hotel and chatting pleasantly 
according to his wont. Suddenly, with 
&® look of pain on -his face, he drew 
back ..is chair from tne table and in a 
moment fell over unconscious. He was 
removed to a private room, where he 
died almost immediately. 

Mr. Halliwell was one of the most 
conspicuous successes among the young- 
er self-made business men of St. Louis. 
Hen a boy he entered the service of 
the Liggett & Myers Tobacco Co. in 
an humble position and grew up with 
tne business, finally attaining the posi- 
tion of vice-president. The present 
magnificent plant of this company, one 
of the largest in the world, which has 
been absorbed by the American Tobacco 
Co. was practically planned and super- 
intended by Mr. Halliwell. 2 

When James B. Duke, head of the To- 
bacco Trust. was consolidating the to- 
bacco business all over the country, he 
was impressed by the fine exccutive 
ability of Mr. Halliwell. and when the 
Liggett & Myers firm entered the com- 
bine, made him a vice-president of the 
American Tobacco Co., from which _ po- 
sition he was afterwards advanced to 
senior vice-president. 

His Fortune $20,000,000. 

It is be'leved that Mr. Duke had Mr. 
Halliwell in training to succeed himself 
as head of one of the largest corpora- 
tions in the country. He is said to have 
been worth at the time of his death 
about $20,000,000, accumulated in his busy 
life of § years, for he started out 
with practically nothing. 

His marriage in October, 1906, to Miss 
Ruth Alice Cole, a trained nurse, who 
had cared for him through dangerous 
iliness twice, was romantic and attract- 
ed much attention. Miss Cole was & 
handsome and gracious woman, in every 
way fitted for the sphere in: whieh her 
marrie placed her. She was about 
thirty-five years old at the time of her 
wedding 


Mr. Halliwell was leading a lonely life 
in a New York hotel about two gg = 
after the death of the mother of ais 
two wn children, when he became s¢e- 
riously ill.

WAS ALONE AT THE END. 


—_— 


Sanguinary Career of Enter- 
taining Scot Is Cut Short 
by Heart Failure. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, May 7.—Death has 
rung down the final curtain on the 
picturesque and oft-vaunted sanguina- 


ry career of Henry Ronald Douglas 
MaclIvor in a hall room on the second 
fioor of Mrs. Mabel Campbell’s board- 
ing house, at 228 West Twenty-second 
street. He died alone. When Mrs. 
Campbell went to call him, she found 
him on his bed, half-dressed and ap- 
arently dozing. - She couldn’t rouse 
1im and sent for Dr. Narcoe, a couple 
of doors away. He said.«Maclvor had 
been dead not more than two hours; 
that he had evidently got up to dress 
himself and was stricken by heart dis- 


ease. 

Forty-six cents lay on the bureau in 
Maclvor’s room. It was all the money 
he had, but Mrs. Campbell was sure 
that the “General” had a bank ac- 
count, for he had told her Saturday 
evening that he would be going to the 
bank the first thing in the morning 
Monday to draw some money. Besides 
this change, the police found that 
Maclivor's' possessions consist largely 
of a frock coat and a few pairs of 
linen trousers, white and striped—such 
an outfit as would hbhest supply the 
needs of a man of his profession—‘‘sol- 
dier of fortune.”’ 

Two Trunks of Clippings. 

There were ‘also a. couple of trunks 
filled with clippings from newspapers 
and periodicals, describing his many al- 
leged exploits of ‘‘derring-do”’ in nearly 
every country under the sun, in which 
MaclIvor was pleased to say he had 
run the line of military rank from 
Ensign up to Major-General. 

If MaclIvor was nothing else, he was 
picturesque—always. He lent a color 
to his.surroundings, whether they were 
the corridors and vestibule of the Hoff- 
man House, where he had been a char- 
acter for years, or whether they were 
the table d’hote holes-in-the-wall in the 
lower West Side, where all the per- 
sons affect to be persons with mysteri- 
ous missions or pasts. 

“Under Eigteen Flags.” 

Taking MaclIvyor at his word, he hai 
fought as an officer “under 18 flags. ’ 
In 1884 he got a newspaper man to 
write a book of his tales, entitled “Un- 
der Fourteen Flags.’’ It didn’t get 
into the ranks of the best sellers that 
day, but Mrs. Campbell's lodging-house 
folks said this morning that Richard 
Harding Davis had the ‘“General’’ in 
tow and the two of them had planned 
to publish an 18-flagger some time next 
fall. They said also that Richard Har- 


ding Davis got most of his material for 


his ‘“‘Cavt. Macklin’ from the ‘‘experi- 
ences of the General.’’ Mrs. Campbell's 


happy family believed absolutely and 
unconditionally in the “General.” 

He told us that he had only one 
child,” related Mrs. Campbell. “He. did 
not care to talk about her, but her 
name is Natalie and she lives in Lon- 
don with her husband, who is a very 
rich lawyer. She married without his 





knowledge, and the ‘General,’ being 
very proud, always held that up 
against her. The ‘General’s’ wife died 
17 years ago. She was an English 
Lord’s daughter. The ‘General’ never 
mentioned her name or Natalie’s hus- 
band’s name. Queen Natalie of Servia, 
you know, was her godmother. 
Mat! at Hoffman House. 

“The ‘General’ lived for years at the 
Hoffman House, and they liked him so 
well that the management told him 
that he must always have his mail 
sent there while he was in the city. He 
had been with me only about ten 
weeks.’’ 

Of course, the clerks at the Hoffman 
House knew him, they said; and, of 
course, they had insisted that the “Gen- 
eral” have his mail addressed there. 
They were delighted to have him make 
a postoffice of the hotel and hear him 
tell how he had fought 15 private duels 
and killed two of his adversaries and 
how he had led this forlorn hope and 
captured that redoubt with @ coliec- 
tion of Hotspurs and ne’er-do-wells from 
the four corners of the earth at his 
heels. 

Found Him Entertaining. 

Not every hotel clerk has the oppor- 
tunity to swap talk with a Man like 
Maclvor, a “‘lineal chieftain of the Clan 
MaclIvor,” and sometimes a ‘“‘Count’’ by 
the patent of some crown of a country 
that one knows is on the charts only 
when he discovers it with a.microscope 
in a particularly accurate atlas. _ Be- 
sides. hadn’t the “‘General’’ been Unit- 
ed States Consul at Dania, Spain? 

There was one night in the Hoffman 
House cafe that Maclvor’s picturesque- 
ness got a jolt. He was sitting at a 
table with Steele Mackaye, Col. Tom 
Ochiltree of Texas and George Crouch, 
a broker,. who lives at the Hoffman 
House today. He said he had been one 
of Garibaldi’s generals. When he fin- 
ished, Crouch, who had not uttered a 
word during the recital, told MaclIvor to 
tell how he had come by a three-cor- 
nered wound in the breast. Maclivor 
was astounded. He stammered and 
wanted to know how Crouch knew any- 
thing about it. 

“I was a boy 
in Garibaldi's 
Crouch. ‘‘You were 
General, under Garibaldi. 
remember ?”’ 

Was Bayoneted Once. 

MacIvor left the party and _ then 


Crouch told how MaclIvor ‘had been a 
private in a Scotch company of the Brit- 
ish Legion. On the way from Gibraltar 
MaclIvor narrowly escaped death for 
knocking down a Captain. When tho 
Legion landed at Naples he had to be 
put in irons, and in his exuberance of 
spirits he tried to capsize the boat in 
which the baggage and five men were 
being taken ashore. Crouch ordered him

House Maclvor never claimed to have 
been. more than a Lieutenant under 
Garibaldi, but he insisted upon intro- 
ducing himself as ‘‘A Garibaldian broth- 
er officers of George Crouch, sir,’” un- 
til he was told to quit it. 

MacIvor was picturesque whether he 
ever fought a battle or not. He both- 
ered nobady, although he was border- 
ing on 70 years,. and nobody had to 
listen to him or look twice at his col- 
lection of photographs of himself in 
every Imaginable uniform and style of 
military regalia.

BUCKET SHOPS NOW 
SEE THEIR FINISH 


Concerted Legislative Action 
Rapidly Is Putting Them 
Out of Business.

GOV. FOLK LED THE WAR 








One of the Most Vicious Forms 
of Gambling, His Mes- 
sage Said.

CHICAGO, May 7.—Bucket shops 
throughout the West and in many 
states in the South appear to be nearly 
at the end of their existence. Concerted 
legislative action against them in.sev- 
eral different states and the passage of 
stringent laws prohibiting them from 
operating further, together with the 
activity of the local board in prosecut- 
ing cases against them. has caused 
many of the leading bucket shop con- 
cerns, which have had a network of 


private wires, covering practically every 
State West, South and Northwest, to 
decide to. withdraw from the business. 

It is understood the leading bucket 
shop concern in Indiana is preparing 
to wind up its affairs by the middle of 
June, which is the time set for their 
closing up by the State authorities,un- 
der the law recently passed prohibitin 
bucketshops in that State. Iowa an 
Missouri have passed similar laws and 
bills are pending in Michigan, Pennsy!- 
vania and Massachusetts, as well as in 
the Canadian Northwest provinces. 
Several of the most éxtensive systems 
will be out of operation in six weeks. 

The volume of business transacted 
by the different powtnonnet concerns 
bas been enormous, especially as they 
usually have only half the commission 
exacted by regular houses. The wire 
rentals of some of the big concerns 
has been larger than that of the ‘ar- 
est legitimate houses tn the business. 
ne Indiana concern id upward of 
$100,000 annually for wires. The diver- 
sion of the immense business handled 
Ly these concerns to regular chan-els 
will prove of great advantage to the 
Board of Trade. 

The anti-bucketshop bill now before 
the Illinois Legislature is still among 
the uncertainties. . 

In the House an effort will be made 
to call it up. A strong bucketshop tob- 
by is present in Springfield, however, 
trying to block its pussage. 

In his last message to the Missouri 
Legislature Gov. Folk referred to the 
bucketshop as one of the most vicious 
forms of gambling, and Missouri now 
has a strict law which has abolished 
the bucketshop.

ANDERSON ON ART. 

The most promising candidate for the most con- 
spicuous niche in the Temple of Fame for the cur- 
rent month is City Attorney Thomas L. Anderson, 
who proposes to hale Dr. Halsey C. Ives, director 
of the St. Louis Museum of Fine Arts, into court 
on a charge of running an indecent show. Mr. 
Anderson paid his first visit to any art museum 
last Sunday, and was inexpressibly shocked to see 
certain statues representing nude human figures 
done in “brass,” exposed to the view of an unsus- 
pecting public. 

Mr. Anderson ranks this show—which is run for 
the city by Dr. Ives—with the “penny-in-the-slot” 
machines which have recently been condemned for 
displaying improper pictures. He declares that if 
Dr. Ives does not drape or hide these shocking 
sculptures, he will punish him under the munici- 
pal code. Doubtless he will have the police raid 
the show. 

The fact that some of these statues have been 
on exhibition in this city for 30 years, without 
being arrested or destroyed for shocking the phil- 
istines or undermining the morals of the commun- 
ity, does not concern Mr. Anderson. The fact that, 
some of them have been the wonder and admira- 
tion of the world for a century or two “cuts no 
ice” with Mr. Anderson. What is Phidias, or 
Praxiteles, or Leonardo da Vinci, or Michael An- 
gelo, or Donatello, or Verrocchio, to Anderson? 
Who are Rodin, Bartholdi, St. Gaudens, Macmon- 
nies, French, Barnard, Story, that they should in- 
vade the moral atmosphere of an Anderson with 
their brazen works of art? What the world may 
have thought of famous statues before Anderson 
saw some of them Sunday, with an untainted vis- 
ion, is of no consequence. 

To Mr. Anderson, a primrose is a primrose— 
nothing more. He does not distinguish between 
the art of Phidias and the art of the photographer 
who supplies the material] for the “penny-in-the- 
slot” machines; all art without clothes looks alike 
to Mr. Anderson. “I do not know their names,” 
says the City Attorney, speaking of the statues 
which offended him; ‘indeed, I do not know if 
they have names. I know nothing about such 
matters.” : 

The explanation is entirely satisfactory. If 
Mr. Anderson were a novel, he would rank as one 
of the “best sellers.” He ought to wear a fig leaf 


over his face.

NOTED AUTHOR IS DEAD. 


Dr. John Watson (Ian Mac- 
Laren) Passes Away. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
OTTUMWA, Io., May 7.—Dr. John 
Watson, better known as Ian Mac- 


Laren, the noted English author and 
clergyman of Liverpool, died at Mount 
Pleasant alone, except for the presence 
of his devoted wife. 
resulting from abscesses caused his 


death. 

Dr. Watson was sick when he arrived 
at Mount Pleasant on April 
which date he was billed to lecture at 
the Iowa Wesleyan University. What 
was first thought to be an attack of 
tonsilitis developed into quinsy and for 
days the patient was a very sick man. 
Last Monday, however, his condition 
seemed improved and he was allowed to 
sit up. He arranged then to leave Sat- 
urday. During the week, however, an 
abscess formed in the ear and symp- 
toms of blood poisoning began to de- 
velop. Saturday another abscess formed 
in the throat. Sunday a throat special- 
ist in Chicago was telegraphed for, but 
he did not arrive until after death oc- 
curred. The abscesses which formed, 
broke, scattering the poisonous pus 
through the patient’s system, and his 
weak heart was unable to stand the 
strain.

Public Has Taken $5,000,000 
of $200,000,000 Advertised 
Capitalization. 


St. Louis stockholders in the Chi- 
cago-New York Electric Air Line 
Railroad Co. are wondering how the 
suit filed in Chicago Monday to test 
the validity of its contract with the 
Co-Operative Construction Co. will af- 
fect their interests. The stock of the 
company has been sold extensively to 
small investors in St. Louis and adja- 
cent territory. 

The company, in its advertising and 
literature, declared that its purpose 
was to build an electric air line raifl- 
road from Chicago to New York, and 
for the purpose of. raising money is- 
sued $200,000,000 of capital stock, 
which was turned over in lots to the 
construction company to be sold to 
the public.” 

_It is said that something like 
$5,000,000 of stock has been sold to 
the public. The company started con- 
Struction work in February at La- 
Porte, Ind., and according to its lt- 
erature, has built about 15 miles of 
road. The first section of the road 
was to extend from Laporte to Chi- 
Bz 0. 

Suit was entered in Chicago against 
the railroad and construction compan- 
ies, \the Hancock company, which is 
the|Jeencral sales agents for the 
Stock, and several officers in the 
companies. The action was brought 
by Theodore Nemoyer, who charges 
that the company’s {issue of $200,000,- 
000 of stock is illegal, and that Alex- 
ander C. Miller, president of the rail- 
road company, has mismanaged its af- 
fairs, wasted its securities and mis- 
represented the assets. He asks for 
an accounting and in the event an ac- 
curate one cannot be made by the 
court, for a receiver.

The statement by the committee was 
the result of an announcement that 
Chicego delegates -would make a fight 
in the convention-in East St. Louis for 
a change of officials high up in the 
order.

Large Part of State Swept by 
Storm and Many Lives

MOUNT PLEASANT, Tex., May 7.— 
The towns of Ridgeway and Birth- 
wright, 40 miles west of here, were 
almost completely destroyed yester- 
day afternoon by a tornado.

Tt is known that nine persons are 
dead.
